Paris, Wednesday, Nov. 20.—General 
Pershing issued orders after the sign 
Ing of the armistice with Germany for 
the prompt reduction of the extensive 
system for purchasing supplies for the 
United States army in Europe and for 
the speedy transition to a peace basis. 
Acting on this older, military author 
ities have given notice of cancellation 
of contracts so far as possible yyth a 
view to diminishing rapidly the inflow- 
ing stock of supplies required for an 
army of 2,000,000 men 
An officer who 
has~had much to do with this branch 
of the* service, sums up the situation as 
follows 
The American expeditionary force on 
November 11, the day the armistice 
was declared, -was traveling at full 
speed ahead and was at the height of 
its supply activity. 
To reverse this 
tremendous business machine is the 
task upon which it now is engaged and 
the efficiency 61 its business organiza- 
tion is being manifested in its quick 
accommodation to entirely changed cir- 
cumstances. 
"When the American forces first be- 
gan coming to France there was a great 
scarcity of ocean tonnage. It was im 
possible for many months to ship more 
than 300,000 or 400,000 tons of supplies 
to the forces, notwithstanding the great 
necessity for engineering material, en- 
gines and general construction equip- 
ment. 
Search for material in Europe, 
therefore, had to be conducted with the 
•greatest possible energy over a wide 
field. 
The American armj established 
agencies in sillied and neutral countries 
under ,a general purchasing agent. The 
ordinary purchasing machinery was 
augmented by this additional organiza- 
tion. 
"To sum up, more than 10,000,000 
tons of material for the expeditionary 
forces was secured on tins side of the* 
ocean. 
This was one of the prime 
factors in the successful result of the 
operations of the army. To have trans- 
ported 'this material from America 
wftuld have taken 300 ships of'5>,OW>-ca- 
pacity itbout 4Wf days or 16 months. 


"Apart fro itafood supplies the army 
has secured the bulk, of its material 
from 
Europe. 
Notwithstanding the- 
great emergency under which it oper- 
ated the American army endeavored to 
subject itself to all the checks and bal- 
ances of a normal business organiza- 
tion which were possible under the cir- 
cumstances. 
"A tmreau of contracts and adjust- 
ments was established with a view to 
simplifying interest and interallied ob- 
ligations, A system of independent de- 
partmental accounting was placed tin- 
der the supervising authority of this 
bureau. 
The co-ordination of the pur- 
chase and supply activities of the 
American army with its allies covers all 
Europe and was one o fthe -first things 
given attention by General Perching in 
the business organization of his army.

Th»> Obrcnov-itch dynasty 
thcn became the reigning house of Ser- 
bia and continued until 1903. When Kins 
Alexander and his queen were murder- 
ed. Then the Kara^curjicvich house re- 
turned to power. King P^ter 1'. becora- 


•' Ins monarch. ~ His oldet son. Prince 


CJeonje. renounced ••niecession to the 
throne in 1909 and Prince Alexander, his 
younger brother, became the heir appar- 
ent.

AVIATORS MUST DO "STUNTS" 


FMta That t*tm Foolhardy lUally

' Before the war there waa, w»ya Ed* 
tola Bldwell Wilson in the Yale Re- 
view, much criticism of professional 
exhibiting aviators who, to thrill •pec- 
tutor*, put their machines 'Into all 
sorts of dare-devil attitudes and fre- 
quently themselves came suddenly 
down to death. In fighting, the ability to 
do all manner of "stunts" Is essential. 
The more completely a pilot can con- 
trol his machine, tbe more easily he 
con toss It hither and thither—cutting 
figure-eights, looping the loop, nose 
giving and tall diving—the better 
hunce he has for his own life and 
he more certain he Is to get his op- 
ponent. Sad as are the continual re-

II, S, COAST RAIDER IS 
SURRENDERED BY HUNS 


Harwich. England, Nov. 25. — In the 


presence of Sir Eric -Geddes. first lord 
of the admiralty, 28 more Oerman 
U-boats surrendered yesterday. 
This 
was the most imposing flotilla to haul 
down the German flag thus far. It in- 
cluded several very large submarines 
and four of the cruiser type, one being 
nearly 350 feet in length. 


The noted cruiser submarine $eutch- 
land U-153 was among the number. She 
carried fwo American officers who had 
been rescued from the American army 
cargo ship Ticonderoga, torpedoed on 
September 30 last. The officers were 
taken to Kiel by the Deutchland, which
